Somewhere back in the “Thirty 
Years Ago” column, in a_ district 
school where he regularly spent only 
the winter terms, a tow-headed boy 
was thinking more about the prob- 
lems of farming than he was about his 
“three R’s”. He made up his mind 
that if he stayed on the farm he 
would make it keep 40 milkers instead 
of the 17 it then supported, and that 
boy today is proving the theories. at 
which the neighbors would have 
laughed had he let them into his coun- 
sels. Not only that, but Otto L. Ives 
of Guilford Center, N. Y., is one of 
the successful breedrs of black-and- 
whites, his Greenview stock farm be- 
ing the home of no less than 80 thor- 
oughbreds which include in their num- 
ber sons of two of the foremost bulls 
of the day—King of the Pontiacs and 
Rag Apple Korndyke 8th. 

As a young man, before the milk 
was sold whole off the farm, used to 
have about five cows and two beeves 
every year, this representing the 
principal surplus after the expenses 
of running the farm were taken! 
care of. He observed that their sale, 
meant money in pocket, and he took 
issue with his father when the latter ; 
contended that it did not pay to raise 
calves when selling whole milk. He 
tried to raise a few calves every year 
and finally put about $700 in the bank 
before starting to raise thorough- 
breds. 

That was 15 years ago, when he 
bought his first females, though he 
had owned a thoroughbred bull since 
1894. His first registered bull, truly 
a remarkable sire, was bought about 
1898, and from him Mr. Ives raised 
40 daughters, all of which with one 
exception milked higher than 40 lbs. 
at two years old, one going to 49 lbs., 
and they common cows. De Kol blood 
predominated in the three females he 
bought in 1900 from H. L. Bronson 
of Cortland, and about the same time 
he secured another bull, Sir Senor 
Paul De Kol, from A. F. Cole of Mor- 
risville. This animal was used until

he was four years old, when a son of 
one of the Bronson heifers, Cortland 
De Kol, took his place. About the 
same time Mr. Ives bought two cows 
at a Syracuse sale, one from Bronson 
and the other from Stevens Brothers, 
and these animals were really the 
foundatian cows of his herd. Each 
had six heifer calves and some of the 
best cows in his barn today are their 
descendants. One, a granddaughter, 
is now milking 70 lbs. per day at two 
milkings. The greater proportion of 
the cows Mr. Ives now has in his barn 
he raised, there being but half a dozen 
others, and in them the blood of the 
famous bulls King Segis and De Kol 
2nd’s Butter Boy 3rd predominates. 
There are 16 of the granddaughters of 
King Segis among the lot, out of 40 
which he formerly owned. 

About 1907 Mr. Ives secured Sir 
Pietertje Segis, one of the best ani- 
mals, his former owner believes, that 
ever stood in this part of the country. 
He was sold for beef at six years old 
two years ago, but the testing at 





Greenview last winter proved this a 
mistake and him one of the best of 
King Segis’ sons. Eleven of the 20 
cows tested were his granddaughters, 
and they ranged from 17 lbs. to 
nearly 24.5 lbs. at three and four 
years old. 

King Pietertje Hartog Pontiac, the 
head of the Ives herd at the present 
time, was raised from Ruble Pietertje 
Hartog dut of the King of the Pon- 
tiacs. His dam was an extra fine in- 
dividual of great capacity. She tested 
almost 25 lbs. at nine years, and even 
at 11 years was holding her milk re- 
ymarkably. She was never tested but 
twice and never had really a chance, 
so that her actual capabilities are un- 
known. Her son Mr. Ives believes 
to be one of the good sons of King 
of the Pontiacs. 

“TI might say one of the best sons,” 
the owner ventures modestly, “but 
I’m not much of a hand to put things 
strong.” 

And when it comes to choice of his 
two bulls the Ives ‘affections are torn

lieves to be the best individual son of 
Rag Apple Korndyke 8th. 

“Certainly he was the best individ- 
ual sold at the Dollar sale last Jan- 
uary.” Mr. Ives asserts, “That young 
bull has some of the best blood lines 
obtainable, and when his mother 
comes on with the production which 
her breeding would justify, I’ll have 
one of the best of the breed. Pontiac 
Korndyke, sire of King of the Pon- 
tiacs and grandsire of my senior bull, 
was also greatgrandsire of the young 
bull, He has Pontiac Korndyke blood 
twice in his veins and Hengerveld 
De Kol blood comes in on his dam’s 
side four generations 
grandmother, Fairview Rag Apple De 
Kol, just made a record of 37.09, and 
his seven nearest dams have an aver- 
age of 29.87. Also on the side of his 
dam is the blood of Colantha Johanna 
Lad, one of the leaders of today, and 
his sire sold for $25,000, as nearly 
everybody knows.” 

On a farm of 158 acres, 80 acres 
of which is tillable land, Mr. Ives 
keeps 40 cows and four horses—or 
more than that with ensilage. He 
might be called a crank on ensilage, 
for that was one‘of the things he had 
in mind while he was supposed to be 
at his books. He believes that a cow 
fed while dry is the cow to be de- 
pended upon for milk when she fresh- 
ens, and his cows eat as much ensi- 
lage in the summer season (a half 
bushel per day) as they do during the 
winter months. He has on hand this 
season enough to last until July 15 or 
August 1, and with two silos he in- 
tends to have ensilage on hand practi- 
cally the year around. His regular 
grain ration consists of hominy, 
wheat feed, oil meal and some gluten, 
in proportionate quantities, fed 12 or 
14 quarts to the cow during the win- 
ter months. Plenty of hay goes with 
it, of course, the cutting averaging 
i160 to 200 tons from about 50 acres of 
meadow. 

Feeding while dry, Mr. Ives asserts, 
was all the preparation he gave 20 
cows which went into test this spring 
as they came fresh. This was the 
first testing he had done, but his ani- 
mals responded handsomely. Eleven 
made better than 20 Ib. records and 
one, Cortland Sir Pietertje Segis, 
made 92.1 Ibs. in her best day. Her 
seven-day butter record was 24.410 
and her 14-day record 48.309. Gypsy 
Sir Pietertje Segis, a 314-year-old 
daughter of the King Segis bull, made 
24.158, and Pet Sir Pietertje Segis, 
another daughter, made 22.436. Sev- 
enteen of the 20 cows he tested—the 
three excepted being two years old or 
under—made an average of 20.425, 


back. His! 


One of his two-year-olds, 
however made 18.078 and milked 69.1 
Ibs. in one day. The calf was her sec- 
ond and she was dry not over three 
weeks. Her half sister, aged 22 mos., 
made 15.768. 

The Greenview plant consists of a 
main barn 100x42 feet in size, with 
a 28x88 addition for calves; two silos 
12x80 and 14x30; and outbuildings. 
House and barns are lighted by acety- 
lene and there is a gasolene engine for 
nearly every job on the farm. 

Four years ago Mr. Ives had a pri- 
vate sale at his farm and disposed of 
35 head, the natural surplus in a year 
being about 30 head. Three years ago, 
however, he joined the Tri-County 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Associa- 
tion and has since been marketing his 
surplus through the medium of that 
organization. He has been an adver- 
tiser in the Holstein-Friesian World 
for about one year. 

Asked about his prefernce for thor- 
oughbreds over grades, the owner of 
| Greenview Farm looked about at his 
'family of seven children and smiled. 

“T figure that it takes about $1,000 
to give a child an ordinary start in 
the world,” he said. “One of my four 
girls is in college; my oldest boy will 
go to Cornell; and the others are com- 
ing along. Grades wouldn’t pay fam- 
ily expenses.” 

These “Holstein-Friesian” children 
occasionally correct their father on 
matters of records and dates of birth, 
the girls showing almost an equal in- 
terest with the boys; the O. I. C. hogs 
and Oxford sheep on the farm are 
commonly referred to as “the boy’s,” 
and there are other indications that 
there will be several able assistants in 
the near future, in the management 
of Greeenview.

The only way we have of judging 
the quality of an animal that came 
before official testing was in vogue, 
is by the achievements of descendants. 
In this manner it is necessary to con- 
sider Hesseltje — one of the great 
foundation cows of the breed. 

Hesseltje No. 963 D. F., was born 
April 2, 1882, in Tjerkwerd, Fries- 
land. In 1883, Phelps & Seely im- 
ported her and she was purchased by 
Edwin Phelps,’ Pontiac, Michigan, 
subsequently changing owners four 
times, but all of her daughters were 
developed by the Eastern Michigan 
Asylum, Pontiac, Michigan. 

In as much as the descendants of 
Hesseltje are noted, not only for pro- 
duction, but for their individuality as 
well, it is not difficult to imagine the 
type she represented. On a trip 
through Holland two years ago, I had 
the pleasure of visiting several of the 
largest herds in the province of Fries- 
land (from whence this cow was im- 
ported) and it was very evident that 
the Dutch, though striving for high 
records, still placed individual perfec- 
tion ahead of everything else. This, 


however, is necessary, for the Frie- 


sian Herd Book Association have 
passed a ruling that before an animal 
can be registered, it must prove it- 
self eligible by a system of scoring. 
Females are scored at two years ten 
months of age, and males at one year. 
Seventy points are required, and in 
this process great care is exercised 
with the result that culls are not al- 
lowed to breed on to the detriment of 
the breed. 

But to take up Hesseltje through 
descendants—She has 4 A. R. O.

COST ACCOUNTING 








By Geo. Comings, Eau Claire, Wis. 





In your issue of June 12th some one 
at Washington, D. C., tells of boy and 
and girl. prize winners in corn grow- 
ing contests. 

Some really very wonderful feats, 
so wonderful that one thinks of them 
as fairy tales. For instance a boy 
in Iowa growing one hundred and 
thirty-nine bushels of corn on an acre 
at an expense “total cost” of twelve 
dollars and fifteen cents. 

The yield can easily be believed for 
the writer several years ago heard a 
colored man in Alabama, who had won 
a second prize, in a state-wide con- 
test, tell how he grew over two hun- 
dred bushels on an acre. Such yields 
are not unheard of. 
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In this remarkable communication 
to the World, the writer assures your 
readers that “In estimating the costs 
in all cases of club members, rent of 
land, value of worker’s time, fertiliz- 
ers, etc., were all taken into consid- 
eration and the whole proposition has 
been conducted on a strictly business 
basis.” 


The writer would call it the wildest 
kind of estimating and not at all on 
a strictly business basis. 

A crop of one hundred and thirty- 
nine bushels would remove more in 
value of fertility from the acre of 
land than the total cost of the crop, 
as given by your contributor. I ven- 
ture the assertion that no business 
basis, that is fair to the farmer, or 
that conforms to cost accounting as 
carried on in the cities will place 
the growing and harvesting of a large 
crop of corn at less than forty dollars 
per acre. 


Iowa lands at two hundred dollars 
per acre mean ten dollars per acre 
interest charge. This and the fertil- 
ity charge alone would carry a cost 
account of not less than twenty-five 
dollars per acre against the crop, 
and you have still a half dozen or 
more other proper charges to account 
for. 

Twelve dollars for a banner crop 
of corn is quite like the story stated 
over and over again of from thirty to 
fifty dollars as the cost of keeping a 
cow a year, when careful business ac- 
counting shows one hundred and thir- 
ty to one hundred and fifty dollars as 
being the cost. 

The report of a prize winner in a 
Southern state who produced over one 
hundred and fifty bushels to the acre, 
gives the cost of the crop as over fifty 
dollars, which to the writer’s mind 
seems much more sensible. 

Are these fairy tales told over and 
over to impress city dwellers that 
farmers have a little bigger bonanza 
than Henry Ford has? 
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DAIRY CATTLE CONGRESS TO BE

The Dairy Cattle Congress will 
hold its sixth annual show in Wa- 
terloo, Iowa, September 27 to October 
3. The dates have been placed two 
weeks earlier than usual for the pur- 
pose of allowing the exhibit herds to 
reach the Panama-Pacific Exposition 
in sufficient time for the cattle to be 
shown and judged there. The Cattle 
Congress also follows the [Illinois 
State Fair and just precedes the 
Royal Livestock Show: at Kansas 
City, thus forming an excellent cir- 
cuit for the breeders of dairy cattle. 

Iowa was the first state to awaken 








to the importance of incorporating g 
cattle show with the State Dairy As. 
sociation. A few years ago it was an 
unheard of thing for the smaller as. 
sociations to invite the cattle exhibi- 
| tors to come to their meetings. Today 
there are cattle shows in connection 
with a large number of the state dairy 
association conventions. No one of 
them approaches the importance of 
the Dairy Cattle Congress from the 
standpoint of size or popularity. This 
event is spoken of for hearty co-opera- 
tion which is accorded to all the men 
who exhibit. Showing dairy cattle 
is by no means a job that is all pleas- 
ure or play. It represents hard work 
and plenty of it but it is worth 
while for it is not only a very high 
class means of advertising, but it is a 
method that is of benefit to both the 
exhibitor and the breed. The show 
ring is a great help to the dairy in- 
dustry and it deserves the support of 
both the exhibitor and the visitor.

So far as the 
exhibitors are concerned the Dairy 
Cattle Congress is of national impor- 
tance. People enter their cattle from 
all sections of the country. The show 
this year will undoubtedly be one of 
the greatest exhibits of dairy stock 
ever staged in the Mississippi valley.

It is for those who are 
interested in better dairy conditions 
not only in the Mississippi valley, but 
throughout the United States. Its 
prize money is open to all breeders 
in the world and the man who exhib- 
its his cattle will be pleased not only 
with the treatment accorded him, but 
with his success both in the ring and 
in the stables.

En Route

The morning of June 14th we 
awoke at the Grand Canyon of the 
Colorado. We hastened to the Hotel 
El Tovar for breakfast—this finished 
we sought to make arrangements for 
a trip to the bottom of the Canyon, 
but alas! Every accommodation had 
been secured—not a mule could be had 
for any price. The next best thing 
was to take the “Rim Ride,” a 16- 
mile carriage drive along the rim of 
the Canyon. To say that this ride 
was enchanting is stating the facts 
mildly. Imagination cannot conceive 
anything more grand. It is stupend- 
ous beyond comparison. To convey 
any adequate conception is impossi- 
ble. Language is weak and the cam- 
era utterly fails. It must be seen to 
be appreciated. 

When we say that this Chasm is 
6,000 feet in depth and from thir- 
teen to sixteen miles across at the top 
we merely state figures, we do not con- 
vey impressions. The mind accepts 
the statements, perhaps with some 
amazement, but it does not thrill as it 
does when actually in the presence of 
the reality. 

You stand on some jutting promon- 
tory at the very edge of the abyss and 
you look miles away to the opposite 
crags and you see towers, and domes, 
and cathedral spires, rising, as if by 
some’ magic, out of almost invisible 
depths. Far away and down among 
these castellated pinacles you perceive 
what seems a narrow ribbon of water 
and you are told that this is the river, 
500 feet across and 35 feet in depth. 

The “Rim Drive” is flanked by a 
thicket of- Pinon (Pinyon) pines, 
Sinchona shrubs, yucca cactuses and 
sage brush. The sinchona is the plant 
from which quinine is extracted. This 
fact the traveler may verify by chew- 
ing a bit of the bark. These shrubs 
were in blossom, the blossom resemb- 
ling somewhat the wild cherry blos- 
som. Here and there on the pines 
are seen masses of mistletow. 

The El Tovar Hotel is close to the 
railroad station and looking out upon 
the canyon. Meals here are, break- 





fast $1.00, dinner, $1.50. A little far- 
ther on is the “Bright Angel” camp 
where meals are served a la carte. 
Dining car prices prevail. 

At the Grand Canyon living is the 
most expensive of any place yet vis- 
ited. This is easily accounted for by 
the fact, that nothing is produced 
there, even the water is shipped in by 
train from a distance of 128 miles, a 
tvain-load every other day. 

The “Rim Ride” costs you $3.00, the 
trip over the Bright Angel trail to 
the bottom of the canyon $5.00. 

Do not miss seeing this most won- 
derful of nature’s creations, but do 
not plan to stay long unless your 
clothese are well paded with Uncle 
Sam’s green backs. 

Another night ride took us to Las 
Vegas where we again changed time. 

At noon we had crossed the San 
Bernardino mountains and descended 
into the beautiful little city of San 
Bernardino. Here we saw our first 
palm trees, and here was the first 
evidences of real life, of American 
push and prosperity. 

From the time that we boarded the 
California Limited at La Junta our 
train had been pushing across the 
great plains of New Mexico and Ari- 
zona. We seemed to be traveling in a 
wide valley with bluffs or mountains 
rising continuouosly on either side, 
sometimes far away, sometimes near 
at hand. Occasionally we crossed the 
dry bed of some river, and so uni- 
formly level were their beds that we 
believe that they might be traversed 
by an automobile for hundreds of 
miles without an obstruction. 


The only houses were adobe and it 
was said that the occupants were 
mostly Indians or Mexicans. Occa- 
sionally corrals would be passed and 
scattered over the valley could be 
seen hundreds of horses or mules. At 
other times we would pass flocks of 
goats. Now and then in the most fa- 


vored valley evidences of agriculture 
would appear. 

Here and there adobe houses would 
be seen standing out alone on the. 
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plain with no evidences of any means 
of making a living in sight. We asked 
the conductor: “How do these people 


live?” He threw up his hands and 
replied: “Don’t ask me.” 

For hundreds of miles nothing in 
the way of vegetation could be seen 
but scrub cedars, sage brush and cac- 
tus; but what a relief are these to the 
vision of the observer! Nearby they 
seem so regularly placed as almost to 
suggest that they had been planted by 
the hand of man. Looked at from 
a distance they cover the plain with 
a checkered carpet of green. 

From San Bernardino we begin to 
pass through orange and lemon 
groves, vineyards and alfalfa fields 
until before arriving at Pasadena we 
penetrate the 30,000 acre ranch for- 
merly belonging to “Lucky Baldwin”, 
the man who made himself famous in 
many ways. 

At 2:40 P. M. we arrived at Los 
Angeles, that boasts over a half mil- 
lion population, and, certainly is 
among the finest cities of America. 

While in Los Angeles we stopped at’ 
the Hotel Lee, a very quiet and com- 
fortable hotel on 6th St. We had a 
commodious and nicely furnisred room 
and private bath at $1.50 per day. We 
took our meals at the B. & M. Cafe- 
teria which is located just across Hill 
St. from Central Park. This is the 
finest and largest Cafeteria we have 
ever had the pleasure of patronizing, 
and the prices are moderate. Across 
from this cafeteria, the sight-seeing 
auto-busses and automobiles are 
parked. We advise parties wishing 
to take one of these sight-seeing trips 
to take passage with Mr. “Redhouse” 
whose auto-bus is painted red and 
bears this legend. Mr. Redhouse is 
very accommodating and is a very 
jovial conductor. He is exceedingly 
well posted and explains everything 
of interest. We took two trips in 
the “Redhouse” auto-bus—one to Pas- 
adena, the Alligator and Ostrich 
farms—the other to the Beaches and 
“Venice”, the Coney Island of Los 
Angeles. 

The millionaire residences, parks, 
and drives, bordered with rows of 
palms, eucalyptus and pepper trees 
and a profusion of shrubs and flowers 
of every variety, make these drives 
something long to be remembered. 

At the Aligator farm one sees thou- 
sands of these animals from a few 
inches in length to monsters of fifteen 
feet or more. They are made to do 
stunts from drawing a cart to actu- 
ally shooting the shoot. A most curi- 
ous thing is the manner in which the 
young alligators secure their food. 
When a piece of meat is thrown into 
the enclosure for them they clamber 
over each other to get a bite, having 
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secured a firm hold the alligator com- 
mences to roll over and over rapidly 


until his mouthful is torn loose when. 


it is swallowed. These alligators are 
slaughtered at the proper age and 
their hides manufactured into ladies’ 
hand bags, etc. Alligator eggs are 
about the size of hen’s eggs and re- 
semble them quite closely. 

At the Cawston Ostrich Farm you 
see these birds in all stages of devel- 
opment from the egg weighing about 
six pounds to the largest birds six 
feet or more in height. You are given 
an opportunity to ride one of these 
birds and have your picture taken in 
the act, if you so desire. 


We are told that these cities of Los 
Angeles an Pasadena have the resi- 
dences of 151 millionaires. One street 
—Chester Place—has only millionaire 
residences on either side. The grounds 
of the late Anheuser Busch of Bud- 
weiser fame are perhaps the finest in 
the city. They cover sixty acres and 
are beautifully laid out and ,orna- 
mented by nearly every known tree, 
shrub and flower. It is said that he 
expended $2,500,000 on these grounds. 
It is also said that he was the father 
of seventeen children. We presume 
that this is true as his favorite bird 
seems to have been the stork—one of 
these birds being reproduced on the 
top of every building on the grounds. 

Here is an example of the power of 
money, since it is declared that eleven 
years ago this revel of beauty was 
nothing but barren sand hills like 
many others seen in the environs of 
Los Angeles and Pasadena. 


We were shown the palatial resi- 
dences of Clous Spreckles, Robert 
Burdette, Mrs. Garfield, wife of our 
late president, Mrs. Montgomery 
Ward, wife of the Chicago Mail Order 
King, Douglass, the Massachusetts 
shoe manufacturer, Oil King Doheney, 
Harkness, Goodyear, Hawkins, Von 
Schmidt, Leonhardt, Stevens, Bishop, 
Pickford, and others ad in finitum. 

We were shown the house pur- 
chased by John L. Sullivan for his 
parents, also the home of Bob Fitz- 
simmons, and among others the house 
that Jack Johnson tried to purchase 
but could not. 

We spent one day at the Santa Ca- 
talina Island. This island is 25 miles 
off the coast of Los Angeles County 
and is reached from Los Angeles in 
three hours by the ocean steamer Ca- 
brillo. It forms a delightful ocean 
trip. 

The island is twenty-two miles long 
and from eight miles to half a mile 
wide. It was discovered by Cabrillo, 
the Spanish navigator in 1542. 

The ,principal town on the island is 
Avalon and there the steamer decks 
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while the passengers lunch and then 
take to the glass-bottomed boats for 
a cruise along the shore. Looking 
through these glass bottoms you see 
distinctly the beautiful marine life— 
the long vine like kelp with its fronds 
waving to and fro as moved by the 
submarine currents; red, green and 
gold fishes, swimming leisurely about 
above the rocks upon which are cling- 
ing sea cucumbers and_ urchins, 
sponges and other beautiful sea 
forms. A diver goes down beneath 
the boat and brings up Abalona shells 
which he sells to the passengers as 
souvenirs. It is all a curious and in- 
teresting trip. 

From Los Angeles to San Diego is 
a distance of 126 miles, through or- 
ange, lemon and walnut groves, alfal- 
fa fields and miles and miles of Lima 
beans. These are harvested by a ma- 
chine analagous to a corn harvester, 
but which cuts two rows at a time. 

San Diego is a city of 94,000 popu- 
lation and is beautifully situated on 
San Diego Bay. It is the most south- 
ern city of the United States border- 
ing on the Pacific Ocean. The bay is 
inclosed by a long narrow promontory, 
known as Point Loma and a natural 
breakwater seven miles in length, 
know nas the “Silver Strand.” 

Among the popular sight-seeing 
trips are Point Loma, Old Mexico, Riv- 
ersite and Mount Low. Point Loma af- 
fords a fine view of the ocean, the bay 
and the city. The Old Mexico trip 
takes you across the line into Mexico, 
and to the Mexican town of Tia Juana 
(pronounced Tea Wanna). You are 
inspected by custom officers twice— 
going and coming. We judge that the 
people of Tia Juana live off of Amer- 
ican tourists. There were numerous 
restaurants and drinking houses, and 
shops for the sale of curios and sou- 
venirs. Several gambling games were 
in full swing. A bull ring was seen 
where bull fights were held on special 
occasions. You return by Coronado 
Beach, the Silver Strand and cross 
the ferry back to San Diego. 


The Riverside and Mount Low trip 
takes you through the orange. and 
lemon groves about Riverside and into 
the mountains of the Sierra Nevada 
range. 

The San Diego exposition cost about 
$2,000,000, one-half being contributed, 
the other half raised by the city on a 
bond issue. The grounds are very 
beautifully and artistically laid out 
and decorated. Everything suggests 
harmony and refinement. While on a 
less grand and imposing scale than 
the exopsition at San Francisco no 
one who visits the Pacific coast this 
season will regret the expense and 
time required to visit San Diego. 





We spent one day at La Jola beach 
one of the fashionable resorts about 
San Diego and much frequented by 
tourists. 


While at San Diego we called upon 
Mr. H. G. Fenton, who is a grading 
contractor and breeds Holstein-Frie. 
sians on the side. Mr. Fenton had 
recently completed a $320,000 grading 
contract at Coronado and at the time 
of our visit was engaged upon a grad- 
ing contract for a new Tia Juana ma- 
cadam road. 


Mr. Fenton belongs to the Holstein- 
Friesian World family and generously 
volunteered to take us out to his 1700 
acre ranch. Mr. Fenton is a new re- 
cruit to the H.-F. ranks (as are the 
other breeders in that part of Califor- 
nia) having purchased his foundation 
stock about one year ago. He now 
has 18 head of pure-breds, headed by 
Weston Korndyke Paul, No. 107447, a 
son of Beryl Korndyke of Riverside, 
We learned the names of several of 
his cows that impressed us as fine in- 
dividuals. They are: Alice Ann Cor- 
nucopia 161389, Alice Pontiac Korn- 
dyke 146496, bred by M. L. Thomas, 
Rutland, Vt., Alice Alexander 2d 
152325, also bred by Thomas of Ver- 
mont, Lilith Pauline De Kol Ruby 
92384, bred by Brocket & Finnegan, 
Brockville, N. Y., and Belle De Kol 
Jayne Beets 240950, bred by W. H. 
Layman, New Albany, Pa. Mr. Fen- 
ton is determined to have. one of the 
best Holstein-Friesian herds in the 
State and is starting in right. He 
has secured Mr. Irving Davis, a 
young man who has just finished a 
four-year course at Berkley and a 
one-year graduate course at Davis, to 
take charge of his herd. It is his in- 
tention to give every cow in his herd 
a chance to make a record and to 
keep nothing but A. R. O. breeding 
stock. Mr. Fenton has 150 head in 
his dairy and sells his milk in San 
Diego. 


On our way to the ranch we called 
upon Mr. H. L. Weston who has 36 
head of pure-breds headed by Terrace 
Lawn Hengerveld De Kol who was 
out of a 32-lb. dam. The junior sire 
is Colon Pontiac Korndyke, out of a 
29-lb. dam. We also called upon H. 
L. Shaw who has 25 head. 


Our trip in Mr. Fenton’s Buick car 
was one long to be remembered. The 
ranch is located in the San Pasqual 
valley on the San Bernardino river. 
The principal crops raised are alfalfa, 
ensilage corn and beets. We passed 
through the Santa Marina, Ramona, 
El Cajou and Lakeside valleys. First 
Wwe saw orange, lemon and walnut 
groves, next vineyards, and finally, 
alfalfa grain and beet fields. 
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When we had returned to San} 
Diego we found that our car had reg- | 
istered 91 miles. It was a most in-| 
teresting and delightful excursion. 

On our return to Los Angeles Mr.! 
B. A. Rhoades, the Los Angeles Auc-| 
tioneer, took us to see some of the 
Black and Whites of that section. 
Mr. Rhoades owns a fine ranch in Los 
Angeles county only a few miles out 
of the city. He has a fine walnut 
grove of tearing age and the trees 
are loaded with nuts. He also has a 
fine herd of grade and pure-bred Hol- 
stein-Friesians. He has only recently 
commenced to substitute pure-breds 
for grades. I believe he now has 
some eighteen head of registered 
stock. It is his intention to dispose of 
all his grades and keep only pure- 
breds. 

As a sire to head his herd Mr. 
Rhoades has secured a young son of 
Spring Farm King Pontiac 6th, King 
Spring Farm Pontiac. This young- 
ster is the first calf of Mutual Butter 
Girl De Kol 201273, a granddaughter 
of De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3rd. Her 
sire was Bontje Rienke 3d Butter Boy 
who is a grandson of De Kol 2nd. 
This heifer was not given a record 
with her first calf owing to the fact 
that the calf was dropped soon after 
she had been shipped from New York, 
and consequently was not in proper 
condition for a test. She will be given 
a chance with her next calf and judg- 
ing from her appearance should give 
a good account of herself. 


We also visited the fine herd owned 
at the Whittier State School and the 
exceptionally fine herd owned by the 
McAlister Brothers. One of the 
brothers is president of the California 
State Holstein-Friesian Assoziation, 
the other is winning fame as a writer 
on Holstein-Friesian subjects. The 
Whittier and McAlister herds will 
form the subjects of special articles. 
During this trip we covered nearly a 
hundred miles, passed through sev- 
eral fertile valleys and the villages of 
Whittier, Pomona and Chino. “It was 
another day not only of pleasure but 
of profit. We gained a knowledge of 
the country which the average tourist 
misses entirely. More Anon.

Weeds, when grown in competition 
with crops, are able in many cases to 
remove more plant food from the soil 
than the crop planted in the regular 
way. Just how serious is this drain 
of weeds on plant fertility, has been 
made very plain by recent investiga- 
tions at the North Dakota Experi- 
mental Station. In one instance, the 
weeds contained one-sixth more nitro- 
gen and one-third more phosphoric 
acid than the wheat amongst which 
they grow. In another case, the weeds 
extracted twice as much nitrogen and 
two and one-half times as much phos- 
phoric acid from the soil as the wheat 
with which they were competing. 
Weeds grown among oats contained 
ten-elevenths as much nitrogen and 
five-sixths as much phosphoric acid as 
the oats. These investigations make 
it very clear why crops and weeds 
cannot thrive side by side.

A sheaf of wheat, a 
Ad Astra branch of corn and kaffir 
Per Aspera. corn, a sweet potato, a 

watermelon, a pumpkin, 
an apple, a pear, a cluster of grapes, 
a few sunflower blossoms and a por- 
tion of a wreath of green; in the cen- 
ter of this wealth of produce, a prai- 
rie landscape, a buffalo pursued by 
Indians, a settler’s cabin, a river with 
a steamboat and above a cluster of 
stars with the Latin motto, “Ad as- 
tra per aspera,” “To the stars through 
difficulties,” below, the date January 
29, 1861,—and you have a mental pic- 
ture of the Great Seal of the State of 
Kansas, which words are also in- 
scribed thereon. The date is the time 
Kansas was admitted to the Union, 
making it the 35th state to join and 
the motto has reference to the difficul- 
ties experienced by the people of Kan- 
sas before its star was permitted to be 
placed among the other stars on the 
flag. 
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Kansas, today, is no longer the wild 
range country of 1861. Its civiliza- 
tion. extends from border to border; 
it vies with Minnesota and the Dako- 
tas, the honor of greatest wheat-pro- 
ducing state: likewise, it is well to 
the front in social reform, its broad- 
minded population having early voted 
the saloons out and the women in, giv- 
ing them equal suffrage rights. 

A change, however, is gradually 
taking place in the agriculture of 
Kansas,—the continuous cropping of 
wheat and corn is giving place to a 
more diversified system, involving the 
adoption of the dairy cow, thus plac- 
ing their operations on a safer and 
saner basis as regards soil fertility. 
This, of course, will tend to result in 
a smaller acreage of grain crops, but 
should give proportionately greater 
yields. 

Incidentally, the Holstein-Friesian 
cow is coming in for her just share 
as a result of this transformation. 
Kansas now has some 75 or 80 mem- 
bers on the enrollment of our Na- 
tional Association. 

“To the stars through difficulties.” 
The motto is certainly suggestive. 
Does it not allude to a spirit of prog- 
ress, meaning that Kansas shall forge 
to the top in all things, in spite of all 
difficulties? It matters not whether 
a person aims to win a place among 
the stars of the stage, the athletic 
field, the law profession, agriculture 
or the stars of the sky, the pathway is 
frought with unending difficulties. As 
Elbert Hubbard might say, it re- 
quires, “Ambition, Aspiration, Appli- 
cation, Respiration, Perspiration,” 
and a lot of it. A few years ago, it 
was generally thought that Perspira- 
tion was the only requirement for the 
successful farmer, but not so now. 
Today, the star farmer, managing a 
diversified farm, such as is generally 
recommended by educators of our 
agricultural institutions must be a 
regular “walking encyclopedia:” he 
must be an agronomist, knowing all 
soils and crops; an entomologist, that 
he may protect his crops from insect 
pests; a pomologist, to give expert 
care to his fruit trees; a thorough 
dairyman and possibly a_ butter 
maker; a veterinarian that he may 
aid afflicted animals; he must be a 
carpenter, mason, engineer, civil and 
mechanical, an organizer, a book- 
keeper, an executive, understand the 
handling of men and he must be ex- 
pert on marketing. Truly, it is “to 
the stars through difficulties” for the 
farmer, and that is just the reason 
why, today, the farm is the best place 
on earth to grow men.

The word system involves a 
System. great deal and is one of the 

hardest things to attain in 
any business enterprize; it means the 
difference between success and failure, 
How often it is we find things done jn 
a cumbersome, expensive manner, jin- 
volving great extravagance of.' time 
and energy. Often, rather than give 
a little thought to the task at hand to 
evolve a quick and easy means to an 
end, the operator will drive ahead, ac- 
complishing his object by sheer 
strength; it may result in two or 
three trips to the barn, or perhaps to 
town, when one would have been suffi- 
cient, or he may do the work with im- 
proper tools, no doubt, it may be, be- 
cause that seems easier than hunting 
up the proper ones. Such are the re- 
sults of a lack of system. One of the 
most usual places where the farmer 
is markedly deficient in the attain- 
ment of system is in the proper filing 
of his important papers. Nearly every 
farmer has, at least, a desk, and from 
our observation, the usual process of 
locating a particular pedigree or let- 
ter is a trying one—the party would 
search through a score of envelopes 
and papers in every drawer and 
pigeon-hole in the desk and go into 
two or three different rooms and re- 
turn, more than likely, with nothing 
but a worried expression. 

Such wasted effort is exceedingly 
costly of both time and patience and 
entirely needless, when envelopes and 
cabinets, made expressly for the con- 
venient filing of such papers can be 
purchased or cheaply made at home, 
if the party possesses any mechanical 
skill whatever. Just sit down and 
figure out the number and size of the 
drawers needed for filing the various 
important papers, each variety in a 
separate drawer, and the next trip to 
town, stop at the lumber yard and 
purchase a few planed boards—20 ft. 
of basswood, a foot wide and three- 
eighths inches thick with a few nar- 
row strips, for the drawers, and 15 
ft. of pine boards for the case, a box 
of small finishing nails, some wood 
filler, varnish and brass knobs, all 
for three or four dollars, and a cabi- 
net can be made in a day, at the most, 
with drawers 2 inches deep, 18 inches 
wide and 12 inches from front to 
back, that will serve every purpose, 
and give the owner much satisfaction 
from having made it himself. Likely 
one or two drawers should be made 
four or five inches deep in which reg- 
istry envelopes can be filed alphabeti- 
cally. Each drawer should be plainly 
labeled. This latter is the most im- 
portant part for the farmer thus 
avoids putting papers in the wrong 
drawers and is also enabled to open 
the right drawer unhesitatingly. The 











satisfaction that the average farmer 
and dairyman would get from some 
such simple filing cabinet is astonish- 
ing. Don’t delay in installing a filing 
system. 
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MICHIGAN HOLSTEIN BREEDER’S 
MAKE PLANS FOR ENTERTAINING 
ANNUAL MEETING OF NATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION

For the purpose of making plans 
for entertaining the members of the 
Holstein - Friesian Association of 
America, when they meet in Detroit 
next June, fifty prominent Michigan 
breeders of Holstein cattle met at 
Lakewood Farm, near Battle Creek, 
on June 29th. 

Many of the breeders were accom- 
panied by their wives, and during the 
morning the entire party was taken 
on a tour of inspection that included 
a visit to several manufacturing 
plants that have made Battle Creek 
famous as a “breakfast-food city.” 
Dinner was served in the summer 
banquet-room at the Battle Creek 
Sanitarium, with which Dr. C. E. 
Stewart and M. W. Wentworth own- 
ers of Lakewood Farm are connected. 

After dinner the men-folks were 
driven in automobiles to Lakewood 
Farm, located two miles south of the 
city, where the meeting was held on 
the lawn in front of the farm home. 
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|H. W. Norton, Jr., President of the 


Michigan Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, called the breeders to order. He 
stated that the purpose of the meet- 
ing was two-fold. First, to outline 
plans for entertaining the members 
of the National Association when they 


.met in Detroit for their annual con- 


vention next June; second, to outline 
plans for holding a public sale of Hol- 
stein cattle, following the annual 
meeting. He stated that while the 
gathering that day was not a formal 
meeting of the state association, he 
believed that any action taken would 
be endorsed at the annual meeting of 
the Association to be held next Janu- 
ary at East Lansing. He then called 
on the President of the National Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, D. D. Ait- 
ken of Flint, Michigan, to address 
the breeders. 

President Aitken prefaced-his re- 
marks by stating that he was speak- 
ing as a Michigan breeder and not of- 
ficially. He complimented the breed- 
ers for the progress made by the 
Holstein breed in Michigan and ex- 
pressed the opinion that -his election 
to the presidency as well as the se- 
lection of Detroit as the location for 
the next meeting of the national asso- 
ciation was due to Michigan’s excel- 
lent reputation as a Holstein breeding 
state. 

“In talking over the plans to be 
made for the meeting of the national 
association,” continued Mr. Aitken, 
“the opinion seems to prevail among 
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the breeders that because we now 
have such a good reputation, we 
should not fail to maintain it when 
the members come to Detroit next 
June. We should not only strive to 
maintain our reputation, but also to 
shows our guests a royal good time as 
a mark of appreciation for their hon- 
oring us with their presence.” 

It is the general opinion among 
Holstein breeders that the entertain- 
ment to be extended our guests at the 
national meeting in 1916 will be pro- 
vided for by the several thousand 
breeders of this state instead of a few 
of the larger breeders. 

“Since the meeting at Syracuse 
there has been some discussion re- 
garding a sale of cattle to be held on 
the day following the next annual 
meeting at Detroit. Our Michigan 
breeders seem to be in favor of holding 
such a sale, and it is now certain that 
such a sale will be held, probably at 
the State Fair grounds, north of De- 
troit.” 

“The opinion of the majority of 
breeders with whom I have talked is 
that we should invite breeders from 
all parts of the country to consign 
some of their best animals to this 
sale, thus making the sale following 
the annual meeting a national breed- 
ers’ sale of selected animals. In this 
way we will be able to hold a sale 
that will be unique in that only a se- 
lected class of animals will be sold, 
and I believe that such a sale will

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and price, not only for Holsteins but 
for all other breeds of dairy cattle 
and live stock as well. A committee 
should be appointed to select the ani- 
mals to be sold at this sale.

Wherever there is a dairy com- 
munity, sooner or later comes the 
Holstein specialist. It has proved true 
in Kansas where Holstein-Friesian 
communities are being built up, not- 
ably at Mulvane in the southern part 
of ‘the state. And it is happening in 
Oklahoma now, not on such a large 
scale perhaps as in the Jayhawker 
state, but steadily and surely. The 
Holstein specialists are coming in one 
at a time but after while the “black 
ani white” communities will be here 
with them. 

J. E. Landis, who lives 2 miles 
northwest of here, and is the owner of 
the Shady Lane dairy, is one of the 
successful examples of the Holstein 
specialists who are coming into Okla- 
homa. He started in the dairy busi- 
ness eight years ago. The herd he 
had consisted of a few grade cows. 

They proved unsatisfactory and 
Landis got the Holstein fever strong 
encugh to go after registered stock 
ani built up a high grade herd. Now 
te has twenty-five head and the sale 
of his milk and cream brings him 
an independent income. 

Last year Mr. Landis received more 
than $75 from each cow and heifer 
milked during the year from the sale 
of butter. He has an excellent mar- 
ket for calves which bring from $75 
to $100 each when two months old. 
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Constantly he is building up his 
herd. Recently he bought a young 
Holstein bull for $223 and two heifers 
at $150 each. Recentiy he bought two 
other heifers in Illinois paying $500 
for them. 

The dairy barn on the Landis farm 
is a combination of a hay barn and 
stalls for cattle. The mow will hold 
forty tons of alfalfa. On the lower 
floor are stalls for sixteen milk cows. 
Besides there are several box stalls 
for work horses. A separating room, 
8 by 10 feet, is included on the first 
floor. It is closed and is kept abso- 
lutely clean and sanitary. The barn 
is lighted with half windows along 
each side which keeps it bright and 
sweet. It is Mr. Landis’ plan to in- 
stall a feed carrier in the alley way 
in the center of the barn to .carry 
feed from his silo. 

Profits from his cattle and from his 
farm have enabled him to construct 
a fine country home for his family 
to live in. In his community he has 
the reputation of teing one of its 
most prosperous citizens and Mr. Lan- 
dis gives the Holstein-Friesian cattle 
on his dairy farm the credit for all 
of it. ;

A SIMPLE TRAP FOR THE 
HOUSE-FLY 
Washington, D. C. 

A maggot trap which will practi- 
cally prevent the breeding of the 
house-fly is described in a new bulle- 
tin of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, No. 200, “A Maggot Trap in 
Practical Use; An Experiment in 
House-Fly Control.” The investiga- 
tors who carried on this experiment 
at the Maryland Agricultural College 
declare that during August and Sep- 
tember at least 98 per cent of the lar- 
vae breeding in the manure were de- 
stroyed, and although the trap was 
not so efficient when the weather be- 
came colder, even then it greatly re- 
duced the number of flies. 

The principle of the trap is simple, 
it is easy to construct, and the ex- 
pense is said to be probably less in 
the long run than the investment 
which’ many farmers now make in 
screens for their dwellings, and 
sprays and fly-nets for their live 
stock. In its roughest outlines the 
trap consists of a concrete basin with 
a latticed wooden platform erected 
upon it to hold the manure. The 
basin is connected by a drain pipe 
with a small concrete cistern. The 
bottom of the basin is filled with wa- 
ter into which the maggots breeding 
in the manure drop, as they are about 
to turn in the pupa or chrysalis stage, 
and are drowned. At frequent inter- 
vals the water is run off into the cis- 
tern and is then pumped back on the 
manure pile. In this way all the 
liquid manure is saved. 

The successful operation of this 
trap rests up several facts connected 
with the habits of the house-fly which 
have been thoroughly established by 
observation. The adult fly lays its 
eggs in fresh manure. There they 
remain until the larva stage is almost 
over and the insects are about to 





enter the pupa or chrysalis Stage, 
At this time a pronounced tendency 
to migrate is evident. In consequence 
if the manure is placed upon a plat- 
form with a latticework bottom the 
larvae, while migrating, will fal} 
through these openings into the water 
in the basin below. In the case of 
the experiments at the Maryland 
Agricultural College a careful count 
showed that between July 25 and Oc. 
tober 1 about 112,000 larvae were 
killed in this way. Phis, however, 
does not include the. number that were 
picked up from the basin by sparrows 
or poultry. Altogether it is estimated 
that during the warm weather the 
efficiency of the trap was probably 
99 per cent. Later, when the temper- 
ature was lower, the trap’s success 
was not so marked.. This was ac- 
counted for by the fact that when the 
air is much colder than the manure 
heap the larvae will not attempt to 
leave the heap and therefore will not 
fall into the basin. 

Another difficulty experienced 
arose from mosquitoes using the wa- 
ter in the basin and the cistern to 
breed in. This was overcome by 
cleaning out the basin at regular in- 
tervals and by sprinkling a little oil 
over the surface of the water in the 
cistern. ; 

Properly constructed, such a trap 
‘offers no obstacles to the convenient 
and economical handling of manure. 
It is essential, however, that each 
day’s addition to the heap should be 
sprinkled with sufficient water to keep 
the manure moist but not enough to 
cause leaching. The details of the 
construction of the trap are con- 
tained in the bulletin already men- 
tioned. This particular trap was de- 
signed to hold the manure produced 
by three horses for three months, but 
there is no reason why larger quanti- 
ties should not be treated in the same 
way, by building larger traps or by 
building several of smaller sizes.

BUTTER FRESH THIRTY YEARS 


The following shows the impor- 
tance of a cold, even temperature for 
the preservation of butter: At the old 
Red Tavern at Towanda, Pa., then 
kept by William Means, a firkin, of 
butter containing 100 pounds, tightly 
headed, was lowered into a deep well, 
to be kept cool until wanted for use. 
In lowering it the rope broke and the 
butter went to the bottom of the well, 
which was half full of water. 


After spending considerable time 
grappling for it, and knowing that to 
pump all the water out and go down 
for its recovery would be a hard, dis- 





agreeable job, the proprietor con- 
cluded to leave it where it was until 
a more convenient season. Butter was 
cheap (only 12% cents a pound), and 
in case it was never recovered the loss 
would not be great. 

Thirty years afterward the well 
had to be cleaned for sanitary rea- 
sons. It was pumped dry, and the fir- 
kin .of butter was found imbedded 
in the mud at the bottom of the well. 
On opening the firkin of butter was 
found to be as sweet and well fla- 
vored in every respect as when it was 
lost. In the meantime butter had 
increased in price to 25 cents a 
pound.—Breeders’ Gazette.
